MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL OF THE 
CASE DENIED. 


The Story of the Ex-Treasurer’s Fall—His 
Political Oarser—How the Rumors of 
Hus Wrong Doing Grew Into Facte—In- 
cidents of His Two Trials—The Jurors 
Who Convicted Him. 


JEFFERSON OCrrr, Mo., May 21.—‘‘The judg- 
ment of the lower coprt isaMirmed.’’ These 
few words make Edward T. Noland a convict; 
puts upon him the Dadge of infamy; gives to 
his innocent -childrem an inheritance of 
shame; breaks a poor wife’s heart and ruins 
alife. Withthese few words closes the last 
chapter of the trial of Ex-State Treasurer 
Kdt T. Noland. He was tried for the crime of 
embezzlement, found guilty, appealed and 
lost; and now the great gates of the peniten- 


tiary yawn wide to receive him. Four years 
ago he was possibly one of the most popular 
apd promising young men in the State. 
Given without a contest the office of State 
Treasurer, one of the great trust and respon- 
sibility, his friends confidently. prophesied 
future promotion, and itwes hardly a ques- 
tion but that ba ne kept inviolate 
the trust reposed in him, he would have 
had the high honor of being the chief 
executive of this great commonwealth in a 
few years. ro wine and cards can be attrib- 
uted his GOwnfall. For the excitement of the 
gaming table be risked the happiness of his 
wife and children ; for the passion of playing 
he risked character and in the end wrecked 
the one and lost the other. Ali are familiar 
with the story of the discovery and investi- 
gation which led to suspension from office 
and finally to removal. The appointment of 
a successor, the terrible indictnient 
an the trial.

The case came before the Supreme Court on 
an appeal from the lower court’s ruling, re- 
fusing to grant Noland a new trial. 

Edward T. Noland was elected Treasurer 
of Missouri in 1888. Previous to his advance 
mont he held the chief clerkship in the office 
fora number of years. In February, 1800, 
rumors became rife that something was 
wrong in Noland’s office, and on the 2th of 
that month the Governor started an investi- 
gation of the office and on March 8 following 
discovered evidences of a rr 
amounting to between $382,000 and $33,000 
Noland was immediately suspended from the 
office of State Treasurer and soon after in- 
dicted by the nol and ats The first trial 
opened May 6, 1891, and after several days 
ression the case was given to the jury, wh ch 
could not agree, and were dismissed. 

The second trial ended with a verdict of 
guilty on thé in day of July last and 

punishment fixed by the jury was two 
ears in the State prison. The jury took but 
wo ballots. The first stood ten for convic- 
tion and two foracquittal. Ihe two were J. 
M. Evloe and 8s. L. Duncan, Democratic farm.- 
ers. The ten voting for conviction were Jo- 
seph Laux, J. A. Hunter, A. P. Graham and 
Anton Tellman, Democrats, and Jacob Miller, 
Coyner, August "Bassman, Adam 
Hoefer, Mathias Ott, and T. L. Hammen, Re- 
publicans. On the second ballot the twelve 
were unanimous for conviction. The maxi- 
mum punishment for the offense is fifteen 

years.

The first information 
of the decision was brought to him by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter as he and his

From ons to two inches of rain fell in St, 
Louls and throughout the State dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours.

Yet, since the SUNDAY 
Post-DIsPATCH has undertaken, without 
cost to the public or the beneficiaries, to 
provide such relief in a great many cases, 
somebody has put it into the heads of the 
venders of accident insurance policies that 
our free gifts are an injury to their busi- 
ness, and that the State Insurance Com- 
missioner ought to prosecute this paper 
for helping the families of disabled work- 
ingmen without first taking out an acci- 
dent insurance license. 

But the Post-DispaTcs is doing nothing 
that comes within any statutory definition 
of the accident insurance business. Nota 
dent is charged for the coupon. A man 
does not even have to buy a paper to get 
one and secure the benefit of having it on 
his person when the accident occurs. If 
he cuts it out of a SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcu 
that has been found ina pile of waste pa- 
per or sent to him wrapped around a bun- 
dle from the huckster’s stall his merely 
writing his name and address onit and 
carrying it to the end of the week is all he 
has to do to entitle him to needed help in 
case of accident. 

The German Government is taxing both 
wage-earners and employers to provide a 
relief fund pittance for sick, disabled and 
superannuated workers. The SUNDAY 
Post-DIsPATCH taxes nobody and cannot 
undertake so large a scheme of relief, Its 
readers get the costliest, the best and at 
the same time the cheapest newspaper that 
is offered to them, and what it gives to 
disabled workers is simply a free offering, 
a grateful return of the kindness and favor 
for which this paper is so deeply in- 
debted to people whose avocations expose 
them to disabling accidents, 

Our laws must be very awkwardly framed 
indeed, if the Post-DispaTou is not as free 
to do this as it is to continue the salary of 
a faithful employe when sick, disabled or 
superannuated. We do not believe that the 
right to do such things has been made 4 
chartered monopoly, the exclusive busi- 
ness privilege of some incorporated body 
of capitalists,

JACKSON'S VICTORY. 


It Proves the Negro to Be u Wonderful 
Faelle 


CLASSED SLAVIN PROM THE START. 


|The White Man Knocked Out in Ten 
Rannds—His Jaw Was Broken and He. 
Was Badly Punished—Jackson the Man 


to Fight the Winner of the Corbett-Sul- 
livan Contest. P 


Peter Jackson showed what a remarkable 
fighter he really is by his easy defeat of Frank 
P. Slavin in the rooms of the National Athie- 
tic Club of London, England, last night. The 
white Australian was never in it, the colored 
man proving beyond question his superiority 
over him as a fighter. Slavin's defeat was ue 


due to any chance blow; he was sim 
overmatched and the better man won. Not 
only did Jackson whi — man, but he did so 
in short order, requil only ‘ten rounds to 
do the work. In Simos every one of these 
rounds he clearly demonstrated his superi- 
orit From the manner in which Slavin 
continued to fight Jem Smith at Bruges, while 
the spectators were striking him with stones 
and clubs, it was thought he could stand 
almost any amount of punishment and 
would de able to take two or henge 
hard punches from L in — 
through the negro&s rd. Once 
Jackson, it was dhe t “that with his t cer 
rific short-arm punches he would make short 
work of the colored man, who was not coa- 
sidered to be in it with himas an in -fighter. 
Nearly all attempts of Slavin to ak the 
negro, however, proved unavallin ped bY 
time he rushed he was met and stopped 

the colored man’s left, which met him 
re — in the face. Slavin appeared to be 
absolutely unabie to get by it, and while at 
times he ait Jackson, he never 
in om those powerful drives 
with ich — put out so many men in his 
previous battles. 

The result of the contest was a surprise to 
all. Slavin was a favorite in the betting at 
10 to Gandeven at as great odds @s2to 1, 
large wa * were made on the fight. Out in 
Oaliforn where Jackson now lives and 
where he is very popular and the sentiment 
was strongly in his favor, the betting was 10 
to 7against him. His most enthusiastic ad- 
mirers did not expect to see him — 80 
easily, it being the universal — 
that if he won at all it would oniy be att a 
long battle, and that if the fight was fecided 
in a few rounds the victory would be 
Slavin’s. The idea was that Jackson would 
have to keep out of the white man’s way and 
avoid his rushes until Slavin had tired him- 
self before doing any N work. The 
fact that Jackson won ina twenty-foot ring, 
instead of a regulation twenty-four foot 
ring, makes his victory all the 
more creditable, considerine that he 
was fighting a rusher and 
hurd hitter. There will be those who will 
now say that Slavin was an over-rated man, 
that he never whipped anybody, and not & 
first-class fighter. ‘This is nonsense. Any 
man who could handle Jake Kilrain as he 
did, and whip him so — and easily, isa 

at fighter. His quick and thorough de- 
feats of Joe McAuliffeandJem Smith also 
proved him to bea remarkable 1 de- 
spite the fact that neither of the two 
latter are by any means first-class 
men. Then Slavin also finished 
Joe Goddard ina round, although the Bar- 
riers champion was then new in the ring and 
not the man he now is. BSBlavin, however, 
whipped as many good men as any pug ist 
in the world, and more good men than the 
world’s champion John L. Sullivan has. 
That he is a great fighter cannot be dente 
His defeat makes him no less a pugilist, bat 
2 Jackson to bea greater one than be has 
n crdeited with being. Jackson's vic 

will also give Jim Oorbett’s st 
something of a boom, as the Californian stood 
before the colored man four hours and five 
minutes, making a draw with dim. This 
would indicate Corbett isafar better man 
than Slavin and will also make many delleve 
that the Californian will ve able to avoid 
Sullfvan’s rushes and finally whip the — 
Bostonian. When Jackson fought Cor 
however, he had a sprained ankle, and, aur“ 
ing the fight, threw out his. shoulder. 
He, therefore,. battied with one arm 
and one leg, 80 that it was 
only one side of the negro that Corbett 
foughta draw with. Should the two ever 
meet again Jackson may be looked for to 
win. Nevertheless, Corbett must be a splen- 
did fighter, as Slavin’s easy defeat last night 
makes it very doubtful whetner he could 
have fought a draw with even one side of 
Jackson. In Sullivan, however, Corbett will 
not have a Slavin to deal with. The Aus- 
tralianisa hard hitter, but lacks science. 
Not only is the Bostonian a _ terrific 
hitter, Dut he is very scientific as well. The 
winner of the Sullivan-Corbett mill will have 
to whip Jackson before the people will De 
satisfied that he is the greatest pugilist on 
earth. If Sullivan wins he will scarcely meet 
Jackson, because of his declared unwilling- 
ness to fight a colored man. Corbett seems 
to fear Jackson, but if he is the winner, — 
win probably be forced into fighting ‘the 
negro as he cannot plead Sullivan’s excuse, 
be having already met the colored man 
once. Should Sullivan whip Corbett 
with ease ina few rounds the public would 
probably regard himas Jackson’s superior, 
even though h e would not fight the atter, 
but if the Californian stands before the 
ton boy forany lengthof time, even though 
he finally loses, nothing will satisf 2 

le but a meeting between John the 

lack Australian. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE BATTLE. 

The rooms of the National Club were 
crowded when the two Australians entered 
the ring at 11 o’clock last night. Jackson's 
seconds were his manager ‘‘Parson’’ Davies, 
Joe Choynski of California and Harry Smith, 
while Slavin had back of him his brother 
Jack, Tom Williams the Austrrilan welter 
weight, and Tom Burrows of London. He 
wanted Charley Mitchell for a second, but 
the latter was barredfrom the club. The 
negro weighed 193 pounds and Slavin 187. 
The gloves used were somewhat under four 
ounces. The battle was fora purse of £2,500 
or $12,500, of which $10,000 went to the winner. 

In the first round Jackson ledof witha 
slight tap on Slavin’s body.
